Inflicted upon the world'* merchant 
shipping by the war. the government 
ship purchase bill will be a bless- 
ing not only to'this country, but to 
tbe world at large.

"The world at large I* suffering, 


and will continue to suffer for some 
year* even after this war ends be- 
cause of the desolation 
which ha* 


been wrought upon the seas. 


"The total, number of ships de- 


stroyed since the beginning of the 
war is 1,487, with a gross tonnage 
of 2.812.6Y4. 
The allies have' loot 


2,178.609 tons, tbe neutral nations. 
412,238 tons, and the ce&irul pow- 
ers 222,337 tons, the latter figure 
representing shipping that was un- 
able to make harbor at the beginning 
of the war. 


"At the beginning of the begin- 


ning of the 
European conflict the 


principle maritime 
nations of the 


world had an ocean merchant ton- 
nage of 48.000.000. 


"About 
6,000,000 
tons of this 


figure beglnglng to 
the Teutonic 


powers, and chiefly to 
Germany, 


have been tied up. 
With 3,000,000 


additional tons sunk, almost 20 per 
cent of the total has been put out 
of commission. 


"The United States already leads

"When war seriously 
interfered 


with our customary exports to Eu- 
rope, the foreign commerce bureau, 
a Wilson addition to the department 
of commerce, turned its energy to- 
wards opening new doors for trade 
with our South American neighbors, 
with the result that Pan-American 
sales have reached $385,000,000 thla 
being the figure attained from ex- 
ports to South and Central America 
and tbe West Indies during the fis- 
cal year just closed. This is, as al- 
ready stated, an increase of $154,- 
000,OOD or 62 per cent, in a single 
year. 


"With this splendid trade now be- 


ing established 
with Central 
and 


South American countries and with 
promise of its enlargement through 
the shipping bill, the future of the 
ocean carrying trade of the United 
States can hardly be conceived, but 
it is tho prediction of Director-Gen-

Eght-Hour Day Provided 


in Bill Coming Up To-day 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 1.—Follow- 


ing is the text of the revised eight- 
our bill that is to be introduced in 
the housj and senate today for the 
puipose of preventing a railway 
strike: 


A bill,to establish an eight-hour 


day for employes of carrier* engag- 
ed in interstate and foreign com- 
merce and for other purposes. 


Be it enacted, etc., that: 
Section 1. Beginning December 


1. 1916, eUht hours shall In con- 
tracts for labor and service be deem- 
ed a day's work, and the measure or 
standard of a day's work for the pur- 
pose of reckoning the compensation 
for services of all employes who are 
now or may hereafter be employed 
by a common carrier or by a railroad 
vhlch Is subject to the provisions oi 
tbe act of February 1. 1887. entitled 
"An act to regulate commerce,"

A strike on all the railroads of the country has been called by the Train 


Brotherhoods for 7 o'clock Monday morning, September 4. 


This strike was ordered from Washington while the President of the 


United States was making every effort to avert the disaster. 


The Final 
Proposal 


The final proposal made by the railroads for a peaceful settlement of the con- 


troversy, but which was rejected by the brotherhoods, was as follows: 


(m) The raflroads will, effective September x, 1916, 


keep the time of all men represented in this movement, 
upon an 8 hour baaii and by separate account, monthly, 
with each man, maintain a record of the difference 
between the money actually earned by him on the 
present basis and the amount that would have been 
earned upon an 8 hoar basis—[overtime on each basis 
to be computed pro rata. 


The amounts so shown wiQ.be subject to the 


decision of the Commission, provided for in Paragraph 
(c) of this memorandum and payable in money, as 
may be directed by said Commission in its findings and 
decision. 


(b) The Interstate Commerce Commission to 


supervise the keeping of these accounts and report the 
increased cost of the 8 hour basis, after such period of 


actual experience as their Judgment approves or the 
President may fix, not, however, less than three 
months.

Statement of Executives to the President 


In submitting this proposal to the President, the fifty railroad executives called to 


Washington and representing all the great arteries of traffic, made tkia stateme&t to 
him of their convictions: 


The demands in this contro 
have not been 


presented, in our judgment, for the purpose of fixing a 
definite daily period of labor, nor a reduction in the 
existing hears of labor or change m methods of opera- 
tion, bat let the real purpose of aceemjrtiahfaig an 
increase in wage* of apprexinafttely One Hundred 
Million Dollars per annum, or 3 5 per cent, for the men 
in railroad freight train and yard service represented 
by the labor orfaouations in this matter. 


After careful examination of the facts and patient 


and continuous consultation with the Conference 
Committee of Managers, and among ourselves, we 
have reached a dear understanding of the magnitude 
of the questions, and of the serious consequences to 
the railroads and to the public, involved in the decision 
of them. 


Trustees for the Public 


As trustees for the public served by our lines and 


for the great mass of the less powerful employees (not 
less *-b»" 8e per cent, of the whole number) interested 
in the railroad wage fund— a* trustees also for the 
millions of people that have invested their savings and 
capital in the bonds and stock of these properties, 
and who through the saving banks, trust companies 
and favfiTaj^* companies, are vitally interested to the 
extent of millions of dollars. in the integrity and 
solvency of the railroads of the country, we cannot in 
conadeneeawrender without a bearing, the principle 
involved, nor undertake to transfer the enormous cost 
that wil result to the transportation of the commerce 
of the country. 


The eight-hour day without punitive overtime 


involves an annual increase, approximately, in the 
aggregate, of Sixty MiQions of Dollars, and an increase 
of more than ao per cent, in the pay ef the men, 
already the most highly paid in the transportation 
service, 


The ultimate cost to the railroads of an admission 


in this manner ef the principle under contention 
cannot now be estimated; the effect upon the effi- 
ciency of the transportation ef the country now 
already under severe test under the tide of business 
now moving, and at a time when more, instead of less, 


effort is required for the public welfare, would be 
harmful beyond calculation. 


The widespread effect upon the industries of the 


eojmtry at a whole is beyond measure er appraise* 
ment at this time, and we agree with the insistent and 
widespread public concern ever the gravity of the 
situation and the consequences of a surrender by the 
railroads in this emergency. 


In like manner we are deeply impressed with the 


sense of oar responsibility to maintain and keep open 
the arteries of transportation, which carry the life 
blood of the commerce of the country, and of the 
consequences that will flow from even temporary 
interruption of service over the railroads, but the 
femes presented hare been raised above and beyond 
the social and monetary questions involved, and 
the responsibility for the consequences that may 
arise wul rest upon those that provoke it. 


Public Investigation Urged 


The questions involved are in our respectful judg- 


ment, eminently suitable for the calm investigation 
and decision by the public through the agency of fair 
arbitration, and cannot be disposed of, to the public 
satisfaction, in any other manner. 


The decision of a Commission or Board of Arbi- 


tration, having the public confidence, wiU be accepted 
by the public, and the social and financial rearrange- 
ments made necessary thereby will be undertaken oy 
the public, but in no less deliberate nor orderly 
manner. 


The railroads of the country cannot under pftsent 


conditions assume this enormous increase in their 
expenses. If imposed upon them, it would involve 
many in early financial embarrassment and bank- 
rupt<r and imperil the power of all to maintain 
their credit and the integrity of their securities. 


The immediate increase in cost, followed by other 


increases that would be inevitable, would substan- 
tially appropriate the present purchasing- power of 
the railroads and disable them from expanding and 
improving their facilities and equipment, to keep 
abreast of the demands ef the country for efficient 
transportation service. 


In good faith we have worked continuously and earnestly in a sincere effort to 


solve the problem in justice to all the parties at interest. These efforts were still 
in progress when the issuance of the strike order showed them to be unavailing. 


Problem Threatens Democracy Itself 


The strike, if it comes, will be forced upon the country by the best paid 


class of laborers in the world, at a time when the country has the greatest need 
for transportation efficiency. 


The problem presented is not that alone of the railroad or business world, 


but fanrolvfef democracy itself, and sharply presents the question whether any 
group of dtixons should bo allowed to possess the power to imperil the life 
of the country by conspiring to block the arteries of commerce.

I WILE PLAGUE 


Dr. >. L. Jones, city health offi- 


cer, doe« not believe it will be nec- 
essary to postpone the opening of 
schools in Lima, on account of the 
prevalence ot infantile parabsis, in 
some larger cities. 
He told mem- 


bers of the city health board, as- 
sembled in tbeir regular meeting last 
night. 


Dr. Jones emphasized the neces- 


sity of watching the outbreak of a 
typhoid fever epidemic, he said that 
the weather tno next few weeks is 
conducive to this disease and that 
there will be a great spread of the 
fever unless conditions are carefully 
watched. People who use the water 
from surface or 
open wells and 


those who rely on cistern water to 
drink, should first boil the same be- 
fore using it for drinking purposes. 
This precludes disease germs and es- 


pecially the typhoid fever germ, be- 
ing taken Into the system. 


Dr. Jones put the stamp of ap- 


proval on the city water and aaid 
that residents using that particular 
brand, might be at ease regarding 
germs. 


The proposition of junk yards waa 


again considered.

When Vegetables Burn. 


If a pot of vegetables dries out 


and ia found to be burned on the 
bottom, lift it off the fire at once and 
set in a large pan of cold 
water, 


leaving about six 
minutes. 
Then 


turn the vegetables out into a clean 
pot. You will not detect the burned 
taate. 


In Preparaing Vegetables. 


When peeling onions, 
keep 
the 


hands under running 
water- 
The 


hauls will not be scented or stained 
and the eyes will not be affected. 
Soak potatoes for half an hour in 
water in which a teaspoon of baking 
soda has been dissolved and the 
skins will not stain the bands 


Stuffed Roasted Green Peppers. 
Cut off the tops of the peppers and 


remove the seeds 
Make a forced 


meat of minced chicken and 
rice, 


seasoned with salt and onion juice 
and softened with 
melted 
butter. 


Fill the peppers with this .arrange 
them in a baking dish, pour about 


them a little gravy or stock, that 
they may not burn, cover and bake 
in a moderate oven for an hour. Un- 
cover and brown. 


Raspberry Sherbet. 


Make a sirup of one cup of sugar 


and two cups of water, boiling it 10 
minutes. Crush together two cups 
of raspberries and a half-cup of cur- 
rants. 
Soak one teaspoon of gran- 


ulated gelatine in two tablespoons 
of cold water 10 minutes, then dis- 
solve over hot water. Add the fruit 
and dissolved gelatine to the sirup, 
a quarter-cup of which has been re- 
served. 
Mix all well together and 


freeze, using equal portions of ice 
and salt. 
When halt frozen, open 


the can, taking care that no salt gets 
into the sherbet, and add a meringue 
made by beating the white of one 
egg until light, and tben add a quar- 
ter-cup of sirup to it. This meringue 
seems to make the grain of the sher- 
bet finer and the gelatine prevents 
its ready dissolution. Finaish freez- 
ing, pack in salt and ice, and 
let

Uncle 
Sam ia tbe most prolific publisher in 
tbe world—an achievement which 
lias been thrust upon him by neces- 
sity rather than built up by ambi- 
tious zeal. Every day a continuous 
flood of copy pours into bis printing 
office from all the government de- 
partments, covering 
every imagin- 


able subject from the gross consist- 
ency ot oleomargarine to the rela- 
tive heat of stars. From the capi- 
tol an incessant stream of bills 
small bills tor the 
relief of John 


Smith and Harry Jones, large bills 
(or army appropriations and ship- 
ping boards; and Interspersed with 
these are huge stacks of committee, 
bearings 
requiring 
immediate' 


printing. As if this were not enough 
to keep four thousand people busy, 
at midnight is rushed in the copy for 
the daHy 
organ of 
congress—the 


Congressional Record 


It is the Record, more than any- 


thing else, which best illustrates tbe 
marvellous efficiency of Uncle Sam's 
printing 
business. 
Although 
the 


copy is 
never 
received until 12 


o'clock and then Is often held up for 
correction, the Record must be off 
the press and at the Union Station 
to catch the mail at 6 a. m. 
For- 


tunately, the Union Station is only 
« block away and is connected with 
the printing office 
by an

ground passage. Through this elec- 
tric conveyors shoot the still warm 
copies ot the Record

In a country 
where the national 


prerogative of free speech Is con-

status. Ever since 1789. when tbe 
United Statea government was still 
looked upon as aa experiment, a 
record baa been kept of the dally 
sessions of congress, giving in detail 
each separate 
debate sad speech. 


This record was known aa toe An- 
nala of Congress until the name was 
changed to the Register •( Debates. 
From that it developed into the Con- 
gressional Globe and finally it be- 
came 
the 
Congressloaal 
Record, 


which seems likely to remain Its per- 
manent cognomen. Bound volumes 
of these old papers are on file In the 
government prtating^joWce and are 
occasionally sold "lo Individuals *t 
the price of $1.50 pe 


Any day the visitor to 
the capitclj 


may behold these men. their bodies 
tense, their pens flying as they take 
down in shorthand the national pro- 
ceedings 
Each man works until he 


gets tired, and then he Is relieved by 
the next in line, and so on. As soon 
as he Is finished, he hurries to his 
office, which is in the capltol. and 
proceeds to make dictaphone records 
ot his notes, from

The reporter then reads the proof 
of the nnal copy and, if necessary,
